FABRICATION * HE\ DIAMOND. 


— | 


The mania of the “ Philosopher's stone” 
having -disappeared, a new sort of fever is 
begiming tachsturb the pulses of the French 
Savans. It 1s agreed that one cannot manu- 
facture gold out of lead or copper; but M. 
Gannal of the French Academy of Scieaces, 
has discovered a process by which crystals 
may be obtained of pure carbon, possessing 
all the properties of the diamond, and in 
particular that of scratching the hardest bo- 
’ His method is to separate the sulphur 
from the carbonate of sulphur, by means of 
phosphorus; and the pure carbon thus ob- 
tained presents itself in a ervstalized form. 
Twenty of the crystals, at his list experi- 
inent, were large enough to be lifted on the 
point ofa knife; aud three were of the size 
of millet seed. ‘These three were subinit- 
ted to the inspection of M. Champicny, 
manager of the jewellery warchouse of M. 
Petito, and pronounced by him to be real 
diamonds. Another scientific adventur- 
er has addressed himself to the French 
Academy of Sciences on the subject. This 
is M. Cagnart-Delatour, whose process (al- 
together different from that of M.,Gannal,) 
is in the meantime a secret. His memoir 
was accompanied with some tubes filled with 
diamond dust—that is to say, With erystali- 
zations of carbon; one of the particles of 
which was perfectly diaphanous, and evi- 
dently of a pyramidal form. ‘These. how- 
ever, were only the produce of his first at- 
tempts; and he is since experimentalizing 
on a greater scale, in the hope of being able 
to exhibit, very speedily, diamonds of much 
larger dimensions. There is a third gentle- 
man also, as M. Arago, of the French In- 
stitute, has communicated, employed on the 
same pursuit. His method of decomposing 
the carbonate of sulphur is by, means of the 
Voltaic pile. The importance of this affair, 
even supposing the success of the experi- 
ments to come up to the wildest imagina- 
tions of men, is of course greatly exagge- 
rated. We question whether diamonds 
could not in the meantime be bought much 
cheaper than manufactured; but evea should 
the improvements of chemistry facilitate 
their production f6 wn ‘unlimited extent, this 
would only have the effect of depriving them 
of the conventional value they at present 
possess, and of removing the brilliant neck- 
lace from the throat of a duchess, to glitter 
on the plebeian skin of her waiting-woman. 
At the same time, from the nature of the 
diamond, and in particular its effect on hard 
bodies, the subject is by no means deatitute 
of interest and importance. It is at all 
events sufficiently curious to tempt us to 
watch the progress of this discovery, and, 
from time to time, lay the results before our 


readers.

THE NEW PALACE. 


This building is now beginning to show itself, 
and the more it is developed, the more it as- 
sumes the appearance of a Royal residence. 
The front of the Palace, which faces St. James's 
Park, is in a state of forwardness to admit of 
almost the entire of the seaffolding being taken 
down; and though much time was lost, and 
money expended, in building and removing the 
wings which were first erected, ne one wall re- 
gret their disappearance. Their construction 
was bad and in the most vile taste—that of 
their successors chaste and splendid. The ground 
floor from wing to wing along the front, is faced 
by splendid columns of the Doric order, which 
support a balcony above, and form a spacious 
colonnade, under which the company attending 
on gala days will promenade previously to their 
entering the Palace and on their retiring to 
their carriages. On the external of the right 
wing, situate where Buckingham-gate formerly 
stood, is an entrance in a crescent form orna- 
mented with pillars of the Ionic order. At this 
entrance visitors at Court will be set down, and 
passing across the wing attain the colonnade, 
which they will traverse from thence to the 
grand or centre door, which opens immediately 
into the hall. By this door it was originally in- 
tended that the. public should be admitted to the 
Royal Chapel, hut the idea of granting this in- 
dulgence, though once entertained, has been 
given up. At the end of each wing is a pedi- 
meat, supported by Corinthian columns from the 
balcony beneath, by which balcony the whole 
face of the building maybe traversed, The en- 
tablature of each pediment is tastefully filled up 
with groups of figures in white marble, exquisite- 
ly carved in alto reltevo, illustrative of the arts 
and seiences. On the extreme points of the right 
wing are fixed statues, representing History, Geo- 
gtaphy, and Astronomy. And on those of the left 
wing, Painting, Music, and Architecture: On 
the entablature of the centre’ pediment it is in- 
tended to place the Arms of Engtarid;and on 
the top of it are fixed Neptug@, with Corimerce 
on one side of him, and Navigation on the other.

of steps descend to an extensive lawn, of which 
we shall speak hereafter. On each end of the 
terrace is @ conservatory, supported by Tonic 
pillars, the distances between which ere at pre- 
sent filled up by slight brick work, as they serve 
for carpenter's shops; but this :s temporary, and 
will be sapplied with glass windows of very su- 
perior qudlity and workmanship. The roof of 
the entire structure is covered with what is called 
Lord Stanhope’s cement, which is made on the 
premises, And consists of tar, chalk, and sand, 
which, when hardened, is 23 firm and impervious 
to the weather asthe hardest stone. While this 
cement is still fresh and soft, flat tiles or slates 
are worked upon it, by which means a smooth 
surface is obtained, so that were it not for the 
brick between the wings and the centre, a 
pleasant promenade would be formed, the whole 
extent of the budding. The Centre, or Royal 
Entranceto the Palace, will consist of a magniii- 
cent arch of white marble, a copy of the arch 
of Constantine at Rome, with the exception of 
a mounted figure of his present Majesty, which 
it is in contemplation to place on the top. This 
arch consist of a Gentre and two side entrances, 
and its workmanship is expected to rival every 
thing of the kind produced in this country It 
will be placed at some distance in front of the 
palace, and from it, on either side, will be an 
open raiting of Mosaic gold, extending to the 
outer points of each wing, so as to form a semi- 
circle. ‘This will have a most splendid effect, 
and if, as it is said to be contemplated, the 
centre row of trees in the Mall of St. James’s 
Park is taken down, the coup d’a@il will be 
pleasing in a high degree. The space or court 
before the palace will be a grass plat, surround- 
ed by a carriage road of gravel; and in the 
centre will be a handsomely ornamented foun- 
tain. The grounds in the rear are not extensive, 
and therefore not very elaborately laid ont. 
Directly oppesite to the palace is a lawn, ter- 
minating with a pretty serpentine piece of water, 
um the further bank of which rises a well 
pianted mound, shutting out a view of the Royal 
Mews, which would otherwise disagreeably in- 
trude itself. To the right, and in a more distant 
part of the ground, are pleasantly contrived 
gravel walks, well stocked with shrubs and 
flowers of the season. Yet, to say the most of 
it, it is but a small garden, ite greatest space 
being but from the palace to Grosvenor-place.— 
We have hitherto spoken of the external, but 
will new proceed to describe the inside, begin- 
ning with the Entrance Hall, which, though not 
of great extent, will have an imposing effect.— 
The pavement will be of white marble, — 
veined with blue; and the entire hail will be. 
bordered with a scroll of sienna, or yellow, cen- 
tred with rosettes of marbles, in- 
laid i9 the most masterly style of workmanship 
—whiech ms now-carrying on, on the premises, 
mueh of it being already completed. The height 
of the Hall is abowt 33 feet. The walls will be 
of Scagliola, and in ten different situations 
arouad them will be placed pedestals, each 
bearing double columne of white marble. Di- 
rect). opposite to the front entrance is an arch, 
which, by the ‘ascent of haifa ducen merble 
steps, leads to the Statue Gallery, which 
branches to the right and left, and is about 135 
feet long. ‘This, of course, as its appellation 
implies, will be furnished with statuary by the 
first masters; and, by way of relief to the walls, 
which will be, like the Hall, of Scagliola, white 
—_ columns, to the amount of 110, will be 
pla in s throughout the gallery. O 
site the en and siill in the pone of the 
building, will be a pair of splendid doors, leading 
to a Vestibule, which is crowned by the first or 
lower department of the dome, the ceiling of 
which, as it regards the plasterer’s work, js in a 
great state of forwardness. It is pannelled in 
diamonds, and enriched with the rose, shamrock, 
and thistle, alternately, in a style of workman- 
ship which we understand to be unequalied.— 
From this vestibule it is that French windows 
open upon the terrace. To the right and left 
are two rooms of equal size, called Dining rooms, 
each having four windows, affording a view of 
the grounds at the back. These rooms will be 
ornamented with pilasiers of Scagliola, 23 feet 
high, with Corinthian capitals, supporting a cor- 
nice of extraordinary richness. The ceilings will 
be splendidly ornamented. The height of these 
rooms is about 83 fect. We shall now retrace 
our steps to the Entrance Hall, and ascend the 
gtand Staircase, which is situate on the left 
hand side of the door. The steps are to be of 
white marble, and are in fact all prepared and 
ready for fixing. The first or lower.step is 28 
feet, and one entire piece; as they ascend, they 
decrease in length, until they become but 12 
feet, which is :he measurement of the shortest. 
The balustre will be of Mesaic gold. On reach- 
ing the first landing place, the staircase branches 
to the right and left, making rather sudden 
turns, and artiving at the same landing place 
above. ‘lhe first doors will. open into a small 
vestibule, with an arched ceiling, which bears 
testimony to the akill of the ornamental! plaster- 
er, such work, perhaps, being seldom to be seen. 
This hall ia lighted by a skylight, which will be 


glass. Next to this is the Anti-room, from 
which large folding doors will open to the Throne 
room: this will be a splendid apartment, orna- 
mented with colemos of the Corinthian order.— 
At,the upper end will be placed the throne, 
which will be surmounted by a canopy to be 
moulded in plaster. Persons having made their 
oveisance, will quit the presence by turning to 
the left, and entering the Picture Gallery, which 
will be the most magnificent thing.of the kind.ex- 
tant. It is of the whole extent-of the centre 
building. The ceiling, which is finished, displays 
a richness of design and ex cation unrivalled. 
it. has an, ecliptic arch sleag the centre, with 
pendants connected to each other by a contine- 
ation of arches. To these. pendante will be bung 
aplendid chandeliers.

| were altogether in a state of as much forward- 
| ness as the other parts of the build ng, when it 
was determined to take them down. The inte- 
rior of the present wings is necessarily in a incre 
skeleton condition, and it can ¢herefore inerely 
| be stated, with-tespect to them, that the left, 
which skirts Constitution-bill, will contain a 
splendid suite of apartments dedicated to the 
King’s private use. The right wing, or Pimlico 
side will be used as Offices and apartments for 
persons of thé Household, as will also the 
ground floor of the left, or King’s wing 

The flooring of the whole of the Sfite apart- 
menis is to be upoti an entirely new principle, at 
least in this country. The centre will be of 
oak laid in small diamends, with the grain cross- 
ed different ways. The sides of the floors are 
to be inlaid with different coloured woods, form- 
ing devices of various kinds, from patterns by 
eminent artists.—These floors will always be 
kept in a high state of Polish. the doors to 
these apartments, it is said, surpass any thing of 
the kind ever beheld, for workmanship. They 
are of mahogany, with panels of looking glass; 
and when complete, will, including the frames, 
&c, cost the enormous sum of 400/. each. Not- 
withstanding that an immense sum of money has 
been, and still remains to be expended, the most 
rigid economy has been practised throughout. 
A competent person was sent to Italy to super- 
intend the supply of marble from the Carara 
quarries, for which a contract was entered into 
with the proprietor, who supplies it at the low- 
est ioe ae price that the article can be obtain- 
ed forin Italy.

We understand that the houses on 
the Pimlico side are to be taken down, from the 
point opposite the principal gate to the King’s 
Mews, as far back es Sta -place, taking the 
square of buildings, including James-street, 
Buekingham-gate. The columns which we have 
described as su img the conservatories, are 
those which ‘ptreen -vefore—Carl- 
ton house. Upon the whole, weaugur favoura- 
bly of the new Palace, and think it will do cre- 
dit to its architect and honour to the country.

SUICIDE. 


Lonpon, Dec. 15.—Yesterday morning an 
inquest was held befure R. Carter, Beq. the 
Coroner of Surrey, and a respectable Jury, at 
the Anchor and Hope, in New atreet, Eliza beth- 

lace, Kennington, on view of the bedy of Miss 

liza Gray, aged 16, who deatroyed herself by 
taking poison, on Friday night last. The ia- 
mentable oceurrence had excited great interest 
in the neighbourhood, from the extreme youth of 
the unhappy girl, and the singular circumstances 
attending the commission of the act. 

Mr. Armstrong, a surgeon, deposed, that he 
was sent for to the deceased, at No. 18 New 
street, on Saturday mornjng last, but on his ar- 
rival she was quite dead. She had been 
sick, and he analyzed the matter which she had 
thrown from her stomach, and found it strongly 
impregeated with arsenic. H~ alse examined a 
cup in the room, at the bottom of which he 
found a smali quantity.of arsenic. Witness has 
not the smallest duubt that the death of the de- 
ceased was caused by her taking arsenic. 

Mrs. Aan Gray, mother of the deceased, was 
called in and examined: she was distresaingly 
-agitated.—She stated that the deceased was 16 
years of age in August last, and was the. eldest 
of five girls. She had been from the age of 12 
years subject to excessive sickness in the sto- 
mach and giddiness in the head, which waa fre- 
qvently brought oa if she had occasion to sieep. 
About three weeks ago she was seized with vie- 
lent vomitting, accompanied by dreadful .pams 
in the head, which lasted for an hour or itwe; 
but remedies which she bad been accustomedto 

e were admipi and she recovered, On 
riday Jast the witness and her daughter beth 
complained of being. poosly, and the deceased 
procured some eggs for supper, and some brandy 
to mix for the witness.

The letter was 
not to any leader of the federal party; but I had 
no doubt it had been shown to some of them, as 
it had been to me, without injunction of secrecy ; 
and, as | supposed, with a view to convince me 
that this conspiracy between Napoleon and Mr. 
Jefferson seally existed. How that chanel of 
communication might be further used was matier 
of conjecture ; for the mission of Mr. John Henry 
was nine months after my interview with Mr. 
Jefferson, and precisely at the time when I was 
writing to my friends in Congress the letters 
urging the substitution of the nonintercourse for 
the embar Of Mr. Henry’s mission I knew 
nothing till it was disclosed by himself ia 1812. 
lt was in these letters of 1808 and 1809, that 
1 mentioned the design of certain leaders of the 
federal party to effect a dissolution of the Unioa, 
and the-establishment 6f a Northern Confedera- 
ey. This design had been formed, in the winter 
of 1808-4, immediately after, and as a conse: 
quence of the acquisition of Louisiana. lis jus- 
tifying causes to those who entertained it were, 
that annexation of Louisiana to the Union 
transcended the constitutional powers of the go- 
vernment of the United States. That it formed 
in fact a new confederacy to which the States, 
united by the former compact, were not bound 
to adhere. That it was o ive to the inter- 
ests and destructive to the influence of the Nor- 
therm section of the confederacy, whose right 
and duty it therefore was to se from the new, 
body politic, and to constitute one of their own. 
This maar og far matured, that the proposal 
had made to an individual to permit him- 
self, at the time, to be placed at the head 
of the military movements, which it was fore- 
eeca would be necessary for carrying it into cxe- 
eution.

It has been recently ascertained, by 2 letter

into effect without an amendment to the conste- 
tution: and that the for sach an amend- 
ment would be the first measure adopted by 
them, at their mesting. Yet Mr. Jefferson, pre- 
sident of the United States, did approve the acts 
of Congress, assuming the power which he had 
so recently thought not delegated to them, and, 
as the Executive of the Union, carried them in- 
to execution. 

Thus Mr. Jefferson, President of the United 
States, the federal :nembers of Congress. who 
opposed and voted against the ratification of the 
treaties, and myself, all concurred in the opi- 
nion that the Louisiana cession treaties transcen- 
ded the constitutional powers of the govern- 
ment ofthe United States. But it was, after all, 
a question cf constructive power. The power 
of making the treaty was expressly given with- 
out limitation. The om clause, by which 
all powers, necessary proses for carrying 
into effect these ex delegated, may be un- 
derstood as unlimited. It is to be ‘ 
that when Mr. Jefferson approved executed 
the acts of Co assumisg the doubtful 
power, he had his mind to acquiesce in 
this somewhat latitudinarian construction. I 


opposed it as and as far as m ition 
could avail. taticweces in it, afte hed re- 
teived the sanction of all the organized authori- 
ty of the Union, and the tacit acquiescence of 
the poupte- of the United States and of Louisi- 
ana. ince which time, so far as this precedent 
goes, and no farther, I have idered the 
question as irrevocably settled. 

But, in reverting to the fundamentai principle 
of all our constituti that obedience :s not due 
te an_uagonstitutional law, and that its execution

tions refer; the project which they did then form 
of severing the Union, and establishing a North- 
ern Confederacy would in their application of 
the abstract principle to the existing state of 
things have been justifiable. In ‘their views 
therefore, I impute to them nothing which it 
could be necessary for them to disavow; and, 
accordingly, these principles were distinctly and 
explicitly avowed, eight years afterwards, by 
my excellent friend, Mr. Quincy, in his speech 
wpon the admission of Louisiana, as a State into 
the Union. Whether he had any knowledge of 
the practical projeci: of 1808 and 4,1 know not, 
but the argument of his speech, in which he 
referred to my recorded opinions upon the con- 
stitutional power, was an eleoquent exposition 
of the justifying causes of that project, as 1 had 
heard them detailed at the time. That project, 
I repeat, had ty to the length of fixing upon 
a military leader for its execution; and although 
the circumstances of the times never admitted of 
its execution, nor even of its full development, I 
had yet no doubt, in 1808 and 1809, and have no 
doubt at this time, that it is the key to all the 
great movements of these leaders of the federal 
party in New England, from that time for- 
ward, till ite final catastrophe in the Hartford 
Convention. 


Gentlemen, I observe among the signers of 
your letter, the names of two members of that 
Convention, together with that of the son of its 
oe, You will not understand me as af- 

rming, that either of you was privy to this plan 
of military execution, in 1804. That may be 
known to yourselves, and not tome. A letter 
of your first signer, recently published, has dis- 
closed the fact, that he, although the putative,
